“A party of sokl ers, two hundred and twenty five 
in number, were landed bere on the 26th of February, 
from Portngal; they were Miguelves, originally de- 
serters, it m= said, trom Don Pedro, ard were sent to 
be distributed among the lands in banishment. Oo 
Saturday,the 2let ult. they rose at about miudmght 
opou their officers, who were all consututionalsta, and 
shut them up in the miliary prison, arrested some of 
the principal inhabitants, broke open the magazine, 
sta’ ed soldiers at diflerent points, and took posses. 
gion of a government schooner, tormerly the Evening 
Edition, of New York. ‘They then mvested the Pre. 
fect's quarters, and having commanded hun to appear 
betore them, requved hum to proclum Don Miguel on 
pent of death to himeell and hie family, he could do 
nothing bt comply, asthe hoose was surrounded by 
these armed t-ngands, and loaded cannon planted be- 
fore the door. The proclamanon was according'y 
made on Sunday. On Monday such of the prmcipal 
crnzens as had not fled, were commanded to assemble 
at the government house, when the insurgents required 
them to furmeh money and provimons, pronymng to 
respect persons and property if ther demands were 
complied with; but notwithstanding ther prom.ses, 
the plundering system was commenced the ame day, 
at the warehouse of Senor Bor ja, a well known con. 
strivtionalst, who was robbed of money and goods to 
the amount of twenty thousand dollare. He had fled 
early on Sunday mormog, or there ws no doubt he 
would have been hilkd. La the course of the day, the 
insurgents imprisoned the familes of the officers in the 
civil prison, but some of them were shortly released 
on paying ransom, 

“At nght these demons in human shape took the 
officers trom their places: of confinement, ved their 
hands behind their backs and drove them to the bury. 
ing zround, where they stripped them naked aud mur- 
dered them im could blood, wath the exception of three 
young ensigna, two of whom they spared on eondinon 
of yommng them, and the third escaped by tating whe 
fired at, as though he were shot dead, and starting op 
and running for he bite at the first favorable opportu. 
arty. ‘The number thus butebered was ma. Eoorly ihe 
next day the citizens, except ten or twelve, ted tor 
their lives. “The plundenng and wanton destruc ion 
of property were continued unnl ‘Phorsdayv, when a 
foree of about 200 mounted troops trem the menor 
made its appearance. Bome ot the bryrands sally d out 
to meet them, with a held-pees, and commenced hinog 
At the first discharge, the horsemen took to flight wih 
the exception of eight men,who kept up a random 
fire noon the insurgenia, which so alarmed them, that 
they hastily ensbarked with their sped, and one of the 
ensigns who were spared, (the other having escaped), 
on board the schooner arda Braghan polacca of 
which they bad taken po-sesmon, having fret #aked 
all the guns and thrown the powder rnto the sea. In 
the evening they made eal, mtending to steer for the 
U. Sates, as some of them emd,and according to 
others, tor the Mediterranean. ‘The ringleaders and 
the most valuable portion of the plunder are on board 
the schooner, and its the most probable that she wil 
make tor the United States.
